LINDBERGH LOSES 
ESCORT PLANES 


Reaches St. Ivouis 
With 
Only 
One Flier Ah Escort; Others 
Lost in Fog. 


St. 
Louis, 
June 
18.— ( A P ) —Th« 
Spirit of St. Louis soared to its zenith 
today in its formal and official wel­ 
come to its dauntless son, Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh, its own “Slim ” who 
flew his airplane “The Spirit of St. 
Louis” from New York to Paris. 
For four weeks while the acclaim 
of Paris, London, Brussels, W ashing­ 
ton and New York was shouted and 
dined into the ears of the 
glorified 
young flier St. Louis, for the last three 
years his home, stored up energy for 
its shouting and with the rest of the 
world could only wish that it had him 
in person. 
Today it had him and his historic 
ship and St. Louis took the day off to 
do him honor. 
The day was an official holiday and 
turned out to be a typical day in Jupe. 
The crowd began to line the streets 
at dawn. 
Lindbergh and his mother accom­ 
panied by three automobiles full of 
the nation’s and state’s notables and 
a siren shrieking convoy of motor­ 
cycles appeared at the Congress ho­ 
tel shortly after 9 o’clock.

Imperial “80” Roadster Travels 
09.091 Miles in One Hour at 
Atlantic City. 


A new speed record was registered 
for American stock ears. when the vet- 
t*an Ralph De Pafcma recently drove 
m Chrysler Imperial “80” sport read­ 
i e r 89.091 miles in one hour over the 
Atlantic City speedway course. 
This is the greatest distance ever 
covered in that time by an American 
Stock ear af the 900 cubic inch piston 
displacement 
class 
with 
stripped 
chassis, and is within seven-tenths of 
a mile of the free-for-all stock car 
record established by a car of 400 
cubic inches piston displacement. 
The test was made under the super­ 
vision of the American Automobile 
Association and will stand as official, 
the car being carefully checked after 
the run by Paul Duma and Joe Daw­ 
son. of the A. A. A. control board. 
TTie only special preparation made 
for the trial lay in the removal from 
the roadster of the fenders, running 
boards and windshield glass. 
The 
car is regularly equipped with a gear 
ratio of 3.77 to I, a high compression 
cylinder head, and a force speed gaso­ 
line system. 
While the total distance covered in 
this record run was 89.091 miles an 
hour, this sensational speed did not 
register the full capacity of the pow­ 
ered Imperial “80” roadster. 
The 
pace in the trial, furiously rapid from 
the start, steadily accelerated as the 
number of laps increased and from a 
rate of 88.757 miles an hour in the 
first five 
the car was dashing 
along at the terrific gait of 89.153 
miles when the 50 mile m ark was 
reached. 
All these figures are new 
records for a car of this classification. 
Onlookers who had been carefully 
watching the phenomneal performance 
were aware that even these unpre­ 
cedented bursts of speed did not ex­ 
haust the roadster’s capacities, for
